ATTITUDE OF GREECE! 


WOULD CONTINUE WAR WITHOUT 
HER ALLIES 


Is Reported to be Dissatisfied With | 
the Conclusion of the Armistice— 
Two Peace Conferences are Ex-| 
pected to be Held in London this, 
week. 

Athens.—Commenting on the 
clusion of the armisiice, the Athens 
newspapers express tie conviction 
that the government will, if necessary, 
continue the war without her allies, 

According to advices from Salonikt 
the Greeks are meeting with consider 
able opposition in Epirus, The Turk- 
ish army which retreated from Mona- 
stir, had not surrendered, but tie sub- 
mission of small detachments con 
tinues. 

An official communication issued by 
the minister of marine describing the 
operations of the Greek fleet during 
the war, gives details of the transport 
of 13,000 Bulgarian troops and 8,000} 
animals, The transports and convey-) 
ing warships left Saloniki on the mor: 
ing of November 27 and reached Ded- 
eaghatch at one o'clock on the after- 
noon of the following day, where they | 


con-| 


were greeted by a squadron of the 
Greek Aegean fleet. 
The Bulgarian troops were drawn 


up on the decks and cheered hearilly. 
The work of disembarkinent was sus 
pended at nightfall and continued the 
next morning. All were safely land-! 
ed without a hitch by the evening 2f 
November 27. The fleet then left 
Dedeaghatch. 

London,—No news has yet been re- 
ceived that Greece has signed the arm- 
istice, although she is expected to do 
#0, a8 the protocol provides that the 
beseiged garrisons are not to be pro- 
visioned to which Greece had strongly 
objected. 

The fact that Turkey has agreed to 
this clause is held to indicate that 
there {fs no likelihood of the immediate 
surrender of the fortress. 

It is possible that two conferences 
may be sitting concurrently at Lon- 
don after this week, The proposal 
for an ambassadorial conference 
reached the Australian foreign office 
and is said to have been received by} 
the Austrian cabinet, Count von 
Berchthold is delaying his reply, how- 
ever, until he has consulted with the 
other members of the.triple alllance, 
As Germany is known to favor the 
conference it is expected that Austria 
will embrace the proposal and the am- 
bassudors are likely to meet at the 
same time as the peace delegates. 

With respect to the dispute between 
the allies !t appears that the Greeks 
addressed last Sunday a‘dignified and 
touching appeal to the governments 
of the allies, beseeching them to take 
no action calculated to endanger the) 
league. The same time Greece of- 
fered all her naval and military re: 
sources in case Turkey declined to ac- 
cept ‘the terms less damaging to what 
Greece regarded as in the allies’ best 
interests,

to leap, being on a lower level.
